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In  undertaking  the  modernizing  of  a  town  report  that 
had  not  been  changed  in  appearance  to  any  great  extent 
in  several  years,  I  fully  realized  that  many  difficulties 
would  be  forthcoming.  Tbe  instruction  and  experience 
that  I  received  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  a 
course  in  the  study  of  municipal  governments,  however, 
aided  me  greatly  in  effecting  the  modernizing  of  our  town 
report. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  heads  of  the  Town  Depart¬ 
ments,  this  volume,  I  believe,  presents  the  annual  reports 
of  your  town  officers  in  a  more  attractive,  interesting,  and 
informative  manner.  May  it  also  serve  to  show  that  Mil¬ 
ford  is  a  friendly  and  progressive  community,  that  ex¬ 
tends  a  cordial  welcome  to  prospective  industries  and 
residents  who  wish  to  come  to  Milford  and  prosper.

Their  report  gives  an  account  of  how  they  helped  to  carry  on  in  the  General  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Milford. 


BOOK  ONE 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  its  main  accomplishments  during  the  past  year  as  they 
more  directly  alfect  the  townspeople. 


Street  Lighting 

The  lighting  of  the  town’s  streets  and  sidewalks  in  past 
years  has  not  been  as  good  as  might  be  desired.  This  year,  new 
lights  have  been  installed  on  Main  Street  from  Water  Street  to 
the  Hopedale  town  line  and  all  along  East  Main  Street  to  Medway 
Road.  Also,  throughout  the  town  a  change  has  been  made  in  that 
bulbs  having  100  candlepower  have  been  installed  in  place  of  the 
older  ones  which  were  only  of  the  60  candlepower  variety.  As  a 
result,  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  Milford  are  better  lighted  now 
than  ever  before.  This,  naturally,  tends  to  decrease  the  traffic 
hazard  to  a  great  extent.  The  newly  installed  lights  are  a  vast 
improvement  and  much  favorable  reaction  has  been  received. 
Plans  have  been  made  for  the  installation  of  new  shades  through¬ 
out  the  town,  which  will  give  still  better  lighting  without  further 
cost. 


Water 

Certain  outlying  sections  of  the  town  have  been  without  water. 
It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  report  that  extensions  of  water  mains 
have  been  made  on  Cuniff  Avenue,  Highland  Street,  and  Upper 
West  Street. 


Bus  Terminal 

For  many  years  Milford  has  been  without  a  Bus  Terminal. 
We  are  more  than  pleased  to  report  that  because  of  our  efforts 
the  Johnson  Bus  Lines,  Inc.,  now  have  a  terminal  which  accom¬ 
modates  local  and  out-of-town  shoppers.  'Needless  to  say,  this 
terminal  will  undoubtedly  attract  more  shoppers  from  surrounding 
towns,  thus  bringing  more  business  to  the  town  of  Milford.  It  is 
desirably  and  conveniently  situated  at  the  corner  of  School  and 
Pine  Streets.  This  location  will  eliminate  the  serious  traffic  hazard 
which  has  existed  at  Lincoiln  Square  for  a  long  time.

Housing 

A  representative  committee  was  named  to  investigate  the 
existing  housing  shortage.  The  committee  members  unselfishly 
gave  much  of  their  time  and  experience  in  an  effort  to  work  out 
a  suitable  plan  to  alleviate  the  present  shortage.  A  plan  was  sub¬ 
mitted  for  approval  at  a  special  Town  Meeting  but  it  was  rejected. 
The  plan  turned  down  was  one  which  was  formulated  under  Chap. 
372,  Acts  of  1946,  and  amendments  thereto. 

Taxes 

When  one  considers  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
for  the  year  1947  in  almost  every  municipality  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  it  is  comforting  to  know  that  the  Milford  tax  rate  for  1947 
was  actually  reduced.  The  untiring  efforts  of  our  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  together  with  the  cooperation  of  the  various  town  depart¬ 
ments,  were  a  major  factor  in  bringing  about  this  most  highly 
satisfying  result. 

General 

1.  A  permit  was  granted  to  the  Johnson  Bus  Lines,  Inc.,  for 
intown  bus  service.  It  is  hoped  that  this  additional  service  will  be 
of  benefit  to  the  sections  of  the  town  which  have  been  without  it. 

2.  Pine  Street,  Congress  Street  from  West  Pine  to  West 
Street,  and  lower  Central  Street,  have  been  designated  as  streets 
when  parking  on  one  side  only  is  permitted.  In  taking  this  course, 
the  Board  sought  the  advice  of  the  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief,  and 
W.  W.  O’Brien,  motor  vehicle  investigator.  The  Board  strongly 
believes  that  serious  traffic  and  fire  hazards  have  been  eliminated 
as  a  result. 

3.  In  past  years  there  were  no  signs  to  warn  a  motorist  that 
he  was  approaching  a  school  where  children  might  be  crossing  the 
street.  The  Board  took  action  by  having  suitable  warning  signs 
installed  at  appropriate  locations.  This  action  has  resulted  in 
further  protection  for  our  school  children. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  desires  to  state  that  it  believes  much 
has  been  accomplished  under  the  present  administration  and,  as 
a  result,  Milford  has  become  a  better  town  in  which  to  live.  It 
realizes  that  much  remains  to  be  done.  It  knows,  however,  that 
the  people  of  Milford  are  not  only  patient  but  also  intelligent 
enough  to  realize  that  all  that  remains  to  be  done  could  not  have 
been  done  in  the  course  of  a  single  year.  Hence,  it  is  our  sincere 
hope  that  future  selectmen,  whoever  they  may  be,  will  strive  to 
make  our  town  a  still  better  one  in  which  to  live  and  a  town  of 
which  we  may  all  be  justly  proud.

Notice  of  ten  new  claims  for  personal  injuries  or  property 
damage  against  the  Town  were  received  as  compared  with  9  in 
1946  and  7  in  1945.  Three  suits  for  damages  were  filed  in  Worces¬ 
ter  Superior  Court.  Appearances  were  filed  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  in  9  cases  pending  against  the  Town,  and  3  pending  cases 
in  which  the  Town  is  the  plaintiff.  Answers  and  claims  for  jury 
trial  were  filed  in  these  three  suits.  Only  two  claims  were  settled 
without  suit  having  been  brought.  For  the  year  1947,  $1,500  was 
appropriated  in  the  March  meeting  for  the  Town  Counsel’s  Depart¬ 
ment.  Of  this  amount,  $1,225.88  had  been  expended  before  I 
assumed  office  in  March,  leaving  a  balance  of  $274.12  for  the 
remaining  10  months  of  the  year.  For  this  reason  only  two  claims 
were  settled  during  the  past  10  months.  Hence,  for  this  and  other 
reasons,  I  will  recommend  that  an  additional  amount  be  appropri¬ 
ated  to  this  account  so  that  legitimate  claims,  new  or  pending, 
may  be  adjusted  where  possible  and  advisable. 

In  1947,  30  notices  of  tax  taking  of  properties  for  unpaid  real 
estate  taxes  were  prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Tax  Collector, 
as  compared  with  9  notices  in  1946;  6  instruments  of  redemption 
were  prepared  in  1947,  the  same  number  as  in  1946  and  the  two 
preceding  years.  Two  instruments  of  taking  and  one  disclaimer  of 
tax  title  were  also  prepared. 

Under  a  new  policy  established  by  the  present  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Town  Treasurer,  no  one  was 
allowed  to  redeem  land  where  there  had  been  a  taking  by  the 
Town  unless  the  person  redeeming  was  the  owner  or  an  immediate 
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member  of  the  owner’s  family.  In  the  latter  case,  the  person 
redeeming  had  to  show  that  the  owner  was  either  (a)  deceased  or 
(b)  had  no  further  interest  in  the  land  taken. 

Three  parcels  of  land  which  had  been  foreclosed  were  sold  at 
public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder  and  deeds  were  prepared  and 
delivered  to  the  new  owners.  One  parcel  of  land  was  transferred 
to  a  veteran  under  authority  of  Article  31. 

Of  the  welfare  pending  cases  with  Boston  and  Worcester, 
investigarion  revealed  that  judgment  had  been  entered  in  favor 
of  the  Town,  and  hence  there  are  at  present  4  pending  cases. 

Hearing  was  had  on  the  mandamus  case  against  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  master  for  further  hear¬ 
ing  and  report.  As  a  sequel  to  this  case,  tort  actions  were  entered 
against  the  individual  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  which 
the  plaintiff  seeks  damages  in  the  amount  of  $25,000.00.  These 
cases  are  pending  in  iSuffolk  Superior  Court. 

A  criminal  complaint  brought  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector  in 
District  Court  against  an  individual  for  plumbing  without  a  license 
was  prosecuted  by  this  department.  The  case  had  not  been  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  time  of  this  report. 

Numerous  written  opinions  have  been  rendered  the  various 
Town  Departments.  In  view  of  the  Commonwealth  vs.  Gilfedder 
case  and  my  opinion  to  the  Park  Commissioners  on  September  11, 
1947,  this  department  has  recommended  a  change  in  Article  22, 
Section  19  of  our  by-laws.  Deeds,  releases,  contracts  between  the 
Town  and  third  parties  have  also  been  prepared  and  executed. 

Considerable  study  has  been  given  to  the  legal  problems  which 
are  present  in  connection  with  the  parking  meters.  It  is  expected 
that  these  problems  will  be  discussed  at  our  Annual  Town  Meeting 
under  an  article  pertaining  to  the  acquisition,  installation,  main¬ 
tenance  and  operation  of  the  parking  meters. 

I  sincerely  thank  all  boards  and  town  officers  for  the  assistance, 
courtesies,  and  consideration  extended  to  this  department.

CHIEF  0^  THE  MILFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 
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I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  care,  removal  of  trees 
and  brush,  and  the  planting  of  new  trees.  During  the  week  of 
April  14,  1947  I  planted  forty-eight  trees.  At  various  times  dur¬ 
ing  1947  it  was  necessary  to  remove  thirty-one  (31)  trees.  A 
considerable  amount  of  brush  was  removed  from  all  the  back  roads 
of  the  town  except  Beaver,^  Eben  iStreets,  Silver  Hill  iRoad  and 
White  Wood  Road.  During  the  week  of  May  2i6,  1947,  I  completed 
all  the  spraying  that  possibly  could  be  done  with  the  money  allotted 
me  at  the  town  meeting.  In  spraying  I  had  a  barrier  strip  sprayed 
all  around  the  town  by  airplane.  The  rest  of  the  town  was  sprayed 
by  the  hydraulic  method.  Spraying  for  the  fall  webworm  in  August 
had  to  be  eliminated  because  of  the  shortage  of  funds.  There  has 
been  quite  a  lot  of  favorable  comment  on  our  spraying  program, 
and  it  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  a  great  many  people  that  since  we 
have  established  a  spraying  program  they  have  had  very  little 
bother  with  flies  and  mosquitoes.  I  believe  that  since  this  is  true 
we  are  protecting  not  only  our  trees  but  the  health  of  our  citizens 
as  well. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  more  money  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  spray¬ 
ing  in  order  that  I  can  complete  our  spraying  program  by  fall, 
spraying  in  August  for  the  control  of  the  fall  webworm. 

2.  That  more  money  be  appropriated  for  new  trees  so  that 
we  can  plant  more  trees  than  it  is  necessary  to  remove  for  various 
reasons  during  the  year. 

3.  That  a  new  pickup  truck  be  purchased  for  the  Tree  Depart¬ 
ment  because  at  some  periods  of  the  year  it  is  difficult  to  procure 
a  Highway  Department  vehicle  to  do  the  trucking  required  by 
this  department  as  the  Highway  Department  trucks  are  busy  at 
other  work. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  various  departments  and 
especially  the  Highway  Department  for  their  co-operation  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  of  1947.

“1880,  April  1,  or  soon  after. — The  Bell  Telephone  introduced 
into  town  by  the  Central  Mass.  Telephone  Co.,  and  numerous  patrons 
obtained.  The  lines  extend  to  Hopedale,  and  aiford  marvellous 
facilities  for  business  communication.  It  is  said  that  conversa¬ 
tions  can  be  carried  on  between  Boston  and  New  York  almost  as 
freely  as  if  the  persons  were  in  the  same  room.” 

“1848,  July  1 — The  Branch  Road  from  PYamingham  to  Milford 
opened  with  jubilant  celebration  and  general  rejoicing.” 
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Without  funds  of  any  kind  your  committee  has  worked  at 
various  meetings  to  plan  a  suitable  Town  Forest  for  the  future. 
This  work  will  be  added  to  from  time  to  time.  At  present  our 
work  consists  chiefly  in  establishing  bounds  in  the  area  of  town- 
owned  land  adjacent  to  the  rifle  range.  Because  such  work  requires 
expenditures,  we  are  going  to  ask  for  several  hundred  dollars 
to  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose  at  the  coming  Town  Meeting. 

We  plan  to  open  up  old  wood  roads,  now  over-grown,  to  permit 
our  fire  department  to  enter  in  order  to  fight  possible  forest  fires. 
Experience  during  the  past  year  on  forest  fires  has  proved  that 
we  must  protect  our  forests,  as  much  as  we  build  roads  and  remove 
snow. 

We  are  the  custodians  of  Nature*s  best  product,  viz.  our 
forests,  and  we  will  continue  our  work  in  improving  our  Town 
Forest  as  circumstances  will  permit.

Your  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report, 
together  with  reports  of  its  various  appointees  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1947. 

The  Board  of  Health  organized  for  the  year  on  March  7,  1947. 
Dr.  Nicholas  J.  Capece  was  re-elected  Chairman,  with  Frank  Galzone 
and  Harris^  P.  Tredeau  the  other  two  members.  Harris  P.  Tredeau 
was  re-elected  in  March  for  a  three  year  term.  The  following 
appointments  were  made  by  the  Board: 

Clerk  and  Agent,  Louis  A.  Marino;  Physician,  Dr.  John  R. 
Cicchetti;  Dentist,  Dr.  John  A.  Cleary;  Nurse,  Alice  Fitzpatrick; 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Walter  Chapin;  Plumbing  Inspector,  Charles 
J.  Ferrante  and  John  F.  Power  as  additional  Inspector;  Burial 
Agent,  Oscar  Ayotte.  Jeremiah  Macchi  and  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Hart¬ 
man  were  nominated  for  Meat  and  Slaughtering  Inspectors,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Health. 

There  ivere  twenty-four  regular  meetings,  four  special  meet¬ 
ings  and  several  conferences  held  throughout  the  year. 

A  Milk  Survey  was  conducted  in  March  in  co-operation  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  results  of  the  survey 
showed  that  an  ordinance  requiring  the  pasteurization  of  all  milk 
sold  in  Milford  is  both  desirable  and  practical  at  the  present  time. 
Provision  for  an  inspector  of  Milk  would  enable  the  department  to 
create  and  enforce  such  an  ordinance.  There  would  naturally  follow 
a  more  rigid  inspection  of  dairies  and  improved  cleanliness  in 
handling  milk.  In  the  meeting  in  March  this  matter  will  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  voters  for  further  consideration. 

The  annual  Clean-up  Campaigrp  was  conducted  in  co-eperation 
with  the  Highway  Department  during  the  month  of  May. 

In  July  the  Board  took  definite  steps  regarding  the  situation 
existing  at  the  Town  Dump.  A  large  sign  was  erected  there  and 
notices  were  published  in  the  local  newspaper  stating  what  is 
permitted  to  be  dumped  in  that  area. 

Conferences  were  held  with  officers  of  the  Worcester  County 
Health  Association  relative  to  the  Community  Chest  X-ray  service 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  conducted  in  Milford  in  June  1948.  A 
general  committee  will  be  organized  in  January  to  prepare  all 
necessary  plans  for  this  work. 

Contracts  for  the  collection  of  garbage  were  awarded  to 
the  lowest  bidders,  whose  bids  were  also  $400.00  less  than  last  year. 
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In  (November  a  Restaurant  Survey  was  conducted  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  Forty- 
two  Eating*  and  Drinking  establishments,  including  all  restaurants, 
cafes,  drug  stores  and  ice  cream  parlors  were  inspected  for  sanita¬ 
tion  and  foodhandling. 

The  1946  State  Subsidy  received  this  year  was  One  Thousand 
One  Hundred  Sixty  Dollars  ($1,160.00).

Gentlemen: 

With  the  assistance  of  the  school  nurse,  students  in  St  Mary’s 
and  Sacred  Heart  schools  were  examined  for  signs  of  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases.  The  condition  of  teeth,  tonsils,  nutrition 
or  ;a;toormalities  was  also  noted. 

Records  were  made  of  defects,  and  parents  were  notified 
to  contact  their  family  physicians  to  have  the  defects  remedied. 
Physical  check-ups  and  a  review  in  personal  hygiene  were  given 
students  engaged  in  athletic  activities. 

172  received’  Smallpox  Vaccine 
70  received  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis — 3  inoculations 
38  received  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis — 1  inoculation 

There  were  less  booster  Diphtheria  shots  given  this  year. 

The  Vaccination  Clinic  in  June  and  the  Diphtheria  Clinic  in 
November  were  well  attended. 

The  Chest  X-Ray  Clinic  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  rooms 
monthly  has  one  of  the  largest  attendance  in  the  State.  In  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Health  nurse  on  this  clinic  you  will  notice 
the  number  of  cases  discovered  and  early  hospitalization  rendered, 
thereby  giving  them  a  chance  for  recovery,  not  to  mention  the 
advantage  of  removing  them  from  the  household  as  contacts, 
lessening  the  possibility  of  the  spread  of  this  disease.

PAROCHIAL  SCHOOLS 
St.  Mary’s  and  Sacred  Heart: 

Total  enrollment  of  both  schools  1,106 

All  pupils  had  their  eyes  and  ears  tested  and  were  weighed 
and  measured  during  the  school  year.  A  physical  examination  was 
given  to  the  pupils  by  Dr.  John  Cicchetti,  Board  of  Health  Physician. 
At  this  time  notices  of  the  defects  were  sent  to  the  parents  refer¬ 
ring  them  to  their  family  physician.  Any  pupils  with  speech  defects 
may  have  appointments  with  Miss  Beatrice  L.  Smith,  Speech  Thera¬ 
pist,  who  is  at  the  Worcester  Clinic.  Some  parents  have  taken 
advantage  of  this;  others  have  not. 

The  Dental  care  of  the  children  is  a  problem,  not  only  in  Mil¬ 
ford  but  in  other  towns  and  cities.  Dental  care  is  restricted  to 
the  first  four  grades  in  all  schools  in  the  town.  Even  in  these 
grades  the  children  are  unable  to  all  get  care  as  the  time  is 
limited.  Each  school  has  one  day  per  month  for  dental  care  ap¬ 
pointments.  Because  it  takes  many  appointments  to  finish  the 
care  of  one  child  with  dental  defects,  that  child  must  go  to  the 
clinic  many  times.  There  is  not  enough  time  to  give  other  ap¬ 
pointments.  Even  the  children  who  have  parents  who  can  afford 
dental  care  have  the  same  dental  defects  year  after  year.  Slips 
are  sent  out  to  the  parents  about  this.  We  need  their  co-opera¬ 
tion  in  this  serious  problem  in  order  to  remedy  it. 

All  of  the  Senior  class  of  St.  Mary’s  school  were  X-rayed  in 
April.  With  the  exception  of  that  for  one  pupil,  all  reports  were 
negative  for  tuberculosis.  I  wish  to  state  at  this  time  to  the 
parents  that  when  the  X-rays  are  given  in  the  schools  parents 
should  insist  on  their  children  receiving  one.  If  an  infected  student 
had  refused,  early  treatment  could  not  have  been  given. 

A  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  Course,  instructed  by  Red  Cross 
Nurse  Mrs.  Allison  Anderson,  is  being  taken  by  forty-six  of  the 
St.  Mary’s  High  School  students.  Two  credit  points  are  given 
for  this  course. 

A  Clinic  for  crippled  children  is  held  every  third  Friday  of  the 
month  at  Worcester.  All  parents  may  take  advantage  of  this  serv¬ 
ice  if  their  children  have  any  foot  defects,  or  any  other  deformities. 
All  that  is  needed  is  a  slip  from  their  family  physician.

I  regret  to  report  that  during  this  last  year  the  decrease  in 
the  number  of  domestic  animals  under  my  inspection,  has  reached 
a  record  low.  At  no  time  in  my  years  of  service  as  Inspector  of 
Animals,  has  the  number  of  cows,  horses,  and  swine  been  so  small. 
There  are  now  but  175  cattle,  22  horses  and  40  swine  in  the  town 
of  Milford. 
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There  has  been  the  usual  number  of  dog  bites  reported,  but 
with  no  rabies  cases.  In  fact,  the  physical  condition  of  all  animals 
in  the  district  has  been  fine,  as  no  outbreaks  of  contagious  or  in¬ 
fectious  diseases  have  occurred. 

Once  more  I  would  like  to  remind  dog  owners  or  breeders 
that  permits  or  certificates  of  health  must  accompany  all  dogs 
being  shipped  out  of,  or  into,  the  state.

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  maintenance, 
operation,  and  construction  of  the  Milford  sewerage  system  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1947: 

There  were  39  premises  connected'  with  the  system  during  the 
year,  making  a  total  of  2,079  recorded  particular  sewers  con¬ 
structed  to  date.  The  main  and  lateral  sewers  now  completed  is 
27.9  miles. 

The  following  bids  were  received  on  April  29,  1947,  for 
furnishing  and  installing  a  new  pumping  unit  and  screen  at  the 
Charles  Street,  low-level  district  pumping  station.

On  the  basis  of  the  lowest  bid  received  and  also  the  highest 
guaranteed  overall  efficiency,  the  contract  was  awarded  under  date  of 
May  13,  1947  to  the  Aetna  Engineering  Co.  This  contract  has  not 
been  completed  due  to  delay  in  manufacture  of  electrical  appur¬ 
tenances;  every  effort  is,  however,  being  made  by  the  Contractor 
to  complete  the  installation. 

A  final  estimate  was  made  upon  completion  of  the  lateral 
and  intercepting  sewers  which  were  begun  in  1946,  and  the  cost 
was  $24,184.82,  or  $2,628.0.0  less  than  the  original  estimate. 
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Under  date  of  July  22,  1947,  a  letter  was  received  from  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  recommending  that  immediate 
action  be  taken  by  the  Town  of  Milford  to  provide  chlorination  of 
the  effluent  from  the  sewage  treatment  plant.  An  investigation 
was  conducted  by  our  Engineers  and  an  estimate  of  cost  was  pre¬ 
pared  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  for  action  in  1948  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  State  authorities  in  this  matter. 
Satisfactory  operation  of  the  treatment  plant  has  been  effected 
during  the  year  (except  in  the  matter  of  Chlorination  of  sewage 
effluent  discharged  to  the  Charles  River  as  mentioned  above)  and 
the  overall  condition  of  System  of  sewers  and  sewage  treatment 
works  is  satisfactory. 

Considerable  amount  of  flushing  has  been  done  this  year.  In 
view  of  insufficient  funds,  we  were  unable  to  make  a  complete  job, 
we  have  asked  for  more  funds  for  the  following  year,  so  that  we 
will  be  able  to  cover  the  entire  system,  which  is  very  essential. 

We  have  repaired  a  number  of  manholes  on  several  streets  that 
were  completely  covered  over  and  deteriorated.  We  have  painted 
the  Ejector  Station,  interior  and  exterior  and  also  a  considerable 
amount  of  repairs  were  made  to  the  pumps,  and  electrical  work  on 
Medway  Station. 

Also  at  the  plant,  both  the  pumping  station,  building,  the 
office,  and  tool  house,  iron  covers,  all  have  leading  exposed  pipes, 
shut-offs  and  valves  were  all  given  two  coats  of  paint.  Screens  in 
the  dozing  tank  have  been  replaced,  including  new  sprinkler  nozzles. 
In  addition  we  would  like  to  mention  that  many  minor  repairs  have 
been  made  within  the  entire  system. 

We  would  like  to  mention  the  fact  that  the  concrete  walls  and 
iron  covers  of  the  Imhoff  tanks  at  the  plant  are  badly  in  need  of 
repair,  funds  for  this  purpose  should  be  provided  to  remedy  this 
condition  immediately.

BOOK  FOUR 
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To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Voters  of  Milford: 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  was  established  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  information,  advice,  and  assistance  to 
veterans  of  Milford.  In  order  to  obtain  the  knowledge  required  to 
facilitate  the  proper  functioning  of  this  office,  I  attended  special 
classes  at  the  State  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  Training 
Institute  in  veterans’  affairs.  Problems  and  benefits  under  the 
GI  Bill  of  [Rights,  received  personal  instruction  from  representatives 
of  the  Veterans’  Administration  and  I  read  extensively  in  litera¬ 
ture  pertaining  to  veterans.  The  problems  of  veterans  have  been 
varied  and  many  and  I,  as  director  of  this  department,  have  re¬ 
ceived  great  pleasure  in  the  task  of  aiding  and  assisting  them  to 
solve  their  individual  problems.  Since  July  1,  1947,  a  monthly 
report  of  all  services  rendered  to  veterans  has  been  submitted  to 
the  State  Department  and  a  summary  from  July  1  through  De¬ 
cember  31,  1947,  is  included  in  this  report. 

As  of  January  1,  1947,  the  former  agencies  of  Soldiers’  Relief, 
State  Aid,  Military  Aid  and  War  Allowance  have  been  combined 
into  the  new  Veterans’  Benefits  Department,  which  gives  monetary 
assistance  to  veterans  and  their  families  in  accordance  with  state 
laws  regulating  and  determining  their  eligibility.  The  State  itself 
determines  the  amount  to  be  given  to  the  applicant  and  will 
reimburse  the  Town  one-half  of  the  sum  approved.  All  cases  are 
subject  to  state  investigations.

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Report  of  Your  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  the  sixty-ninth  annual  report  of 
the  School  Department  and  my  first  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
This  report  is  submitted  in  three  major  sub-divisions,  namely: 
Plant,  Program  and  Personnel. 


Plant 

High  School 

The  high  school  building,  the  newest  of  all  buildings  in  the 
department,  is  in  satisfactory  condition  with  the  exception  of  the 
roof  over  the  Auditorium.  The  exterior  walls  on  the  back  of  the 
stage,  the  dressing  rooms  above  the  stage,  and  the  locker  rooms 
below  the  stage  are  shedding  plaster  because  of  leaks  in  either 
the  roof  or  walls  above. 

I  recommend  that  provision  he  made  to  correct  this  faulty 
condition  in  the  Auditorium  as  soon  as  funds  are  made  available. 

Facilities  for  a  cafeteria  are  lacking  in  the  High  School.  At 
present  it  is  impossible  to  serve  a  hot  lunch  to  the  students.  If 
our  school  were  equipped  with  a  cafeteria  capable  of  serving  hot 
meals,  much  greater  use  of  the  school  building  could  be  made  and 
students  would  benefit  with  their  studies  by  being  able  to  remain 
at  school  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

I  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  investigate  the  cost  of 
installing  and  maintaining  a  cafeteria  capable  of  serving  a  hot 
meal  to  students  of  the  High,  Stacy,  Spruce  Street  and  Park 
Schools. 

Stacy  School 

No  major  repairs  are  necessary  in  this  building  at  the  present. 

Spruce  Street  School 

This  building  is  in  critical  need  of  a  new  heating  system.  The 
existing  hot  air  system  is  defective,  beyond  repair,  dirty  and  un¬ 
sanitary.  Dust  and  coal  gas  at  present  escape  into  the  four  class¬ 
rooms  housing  148  children. 

I  recommend  the  immediate  installation  of  a  sanitary,  safe, 
efficient  and  economical  heating  system  to  replace  the  existing 
system. 

Park  School 

In  this  building  the  lighting  arrangement  in  the  classrooms 
is  unsatisfactory.  A  condition  exists  which  contributes  toward 
the  development  of  eye  strain  and  poor  vision  among  the  pupils. 
A  recent  survey  indicates  that  there  are  insufficient  fixtures,  the 
existing  fixtures  are  poorly  spaced  and  the  light  intensity  readings 
on  desk  tops  of  students  show  an  average  value  of  four  instead 
of  the  recommended  value  of  twenty-five-foot  candles. 
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I  recommend  the  installation  of  a  lighting  system  that  will 
provide  all  children  in  every  classroom  with  adequate  lighting 
when  it  is  necessary  to  supplement  the  natural  light  with  artificial 
light. 

Oliver  Street  and  Claflin  Schools 

These  buildings  are  badly  in  need  of  painting  of  the  rooms 
and  corridors.  Because  the  interior  of  these  buildings  has  not 
been  painted  for  years,  the  need  of  painting  is  very  obvious. 

I  recommend  that  the  interior  of  the  Oliver  and  Claflin 
Schools  be  painted  wheii  funds  are  made  available. 

The  condition  of  the  South,  Chapin,  Plains,  Purchase  Street 
School  buildings  is  generally  satisfactory. 

Play  Yards 

There  is  an  outstanding  lack  of  adequate  and  safe  playing 
surfaces  in  all  school  yards.  In  some  yards  walks  are  under  water 
at  times.  In  all  school  yards  muddy  conditions  prevail  at  times, 
and  then  the  soft  surface  freezes  irregularly,  creating  a  hazardous 
condition  not  suited  for  play  purposes.  In  dry  weather  the  exist¬ 
ing  yards  are  very  dusty.  At  all  times  dirt,  dust  and  grit  are 
tracked  into  the  schools  causing  increased  wear  and  maintenance 
in  the  building. 

I  recommend  a  long-range  jorogram  of  covering  the  playing 
surfaces  of  all  school  yards  with  a  suitable  asphalt  material  which 
will  provide  a  uniform,  firm,  dustless,  and  safe  surface  upon  which 
school  children  may  play  and  move  about  without  injury  to  them¬ 
selves  and  excessive  damage  to  their  clothing  and  shoes. 

I  recommend  that  the  poor  playing  conditions  be  corrected 
over  a  period  of  years  by  installing  hard  surfaces  in  two  or  three 
yards  each  year  until  the  complete  cycle  has  been  made  and  the 
entire  problem  eliminated. 

Closed  Buildings 

This  year  because  of  lack  of  enrollment  at  the  West  Street 
School  and  the  Trade  School,  the  respective  buildings  were  closed. 

The  Plains  Annex  building  which  has  not  been  in  use  for 
several  years,  has  been  surrendered  to  the  Selectmen  for  their 
further  disposition. 

Improvements  to  Plant  During  1947 

At  the  Claflin  School  a  new  roof  was  installed,  the  exterior 
of  the  building  painted  and  a  new  walk  installed  on  the  south  side 
of  the  building. 

At  the  Chapin  School  a  new  roof  was  put  on  the  west  side  of 
the  building. 

At  the  Purchase  School  a  new  dry  well  was  installed  to  aug¬ 
ment  the  existing  cesspool. 

At  the  Plains  School  a  new  fence  was  erected  on  the  northeast 
side  of  the  school  property. 
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At  the  South  School  a  new  roof  was  put  on  the  boiler  room 
extension  on  east  side  of  building. 

Minor  repairs  to  roofs  at  the  High  and  Oliver  Street  Schools 
were  made. 

Street  markings  were  painted  on  sidewalks  as  a  traffic  safety 
measure  by  the  various  janitors  lat  several  danger  spots  in  the 
vicinity  of  schools. 

Maintenance  Expenditures 

Public  school  buildings  in  Milford,  the  property  of  taxpayers, 
are  valued  at  close  to  one  million  dollars.  These  buildings  are 
insured  for  $758,500.00  and  both  the  Town  Accountant  and  the 
Assessors  evaluate  our  school  property  in  excess  of  the  sum  for 
which  it  is  insured.  If  we  were  called  upon  to  replace  these  build¬ 
ings  at  present  day  material  and  labor  prices,  the  figure  would  be 
well  in  excess  of  a  million  dollars. 

Traditionally  in  the  past  we  have  spent  about  $3,000  in  a 
feeble  effort  to  maintain  our  school  buildings.  As  a  result  most 
buildings  are  in  great  need  of  maintenance  and  repair.  We  spend 
less  than  oneffialf  of  one  percent  of  the  valuation  of  a  school  build¬ 
ing  on  its  repair  and  maintenance  when  we  should  be  spending 
at  least  two  percent.  To  turn  our  backs  on  repair  items  is  not  a 
good  practice;  it  is  very  unsound  business.  We  are  not  unwise  in 
the  repair  of  our  homes,  our  business  places,  our  motor  vehicles 
or  the  equipment  used  in  our  daily  work  and  neither  should  we 
be  unwise  in  the  appropriation  and  expenditure  of  funds  to  main¬ 
tain  the  taxpayers’  school  property. 

I  recommend  strongly  that  adequate  funds  be  appropriated 
annually  for  proper  maintenance  and  repair  of  school  property. 
Gifts 

A  piano  was  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  F.  Celley  for 
use  in  the  Claflin  School. 

Another  piano  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Robert  Moore  for  use 
in  the  High  School. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Sacred  Heart  Church 
Choir  and  the  students  of  Milford  High  School  an  electric  organ 
was  presented  to  the  High  School. 

An  electric  record  player  and  amplifier  was  presented  to  the 
Stacy  School  by  the  students  of  that  school. 

Books  valued  at  $'50.00  were  presented  by  the  Class  of  1936 
and  another  gift  of  books  of  the  same  value  were  presented  by  the 
Class  of  1938.  Both  of  these  classes  presented  the  books  to  the 
High  School  Library  in  memory  of  classmates  who  died  during 
World  War  II. 

Radios  were  presented  to  the  South  School  and  the  Purchase 
School  by  the  respective  students  in  those  schools. 
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PROGRAM 

Certain  revisions  in  the  offering  to  students  were  made  during 
the  previous  year.  These  changes  came  about  after  an  investigation 
of  the  former  offering  was  made  by  a  committee  of  faculty  mem¬ 
bers.  This  committee,  known  as  the  Program  of  Studies  Com¬ 
mittee,  sent  questionnaires  to  a  representative  cross-section  of 
high  schools;  investigated  current  literature  in  the  field  of  pro¬ 
grams  of  study,  and  attended  classes  at  schools  of  education  where 
developments  in  particular  subject  matter  fields  were  being  ex¬ 
amined.  They  studied  the  problems,  discussed  the  issues  and 
submitted  their  recommendations  to  the  School  Committee.  The 
recommendations  approved  by  the  School  Committee  resulted  in 
the  addition  of  the  following  new  courses: 

1.  Problems  of  Democracy  (including  a  unit  in  pre-driving 
education) — elective  at  the  Senior  level. 

2.  Consumer  Education — required  of  Freshmen  enrolled  in 
the  College  preparatory  and  in  the  General  curriculum. 

3.  Appreciation  of  Art  and  Music — required  of  all  students 
at  the  Freshmen  level. 

4.  Choral  Music — elective  for  members  of  the  four  classes. 

The  Program  of  Studies  Committee  also  recommended  an  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  physical  education  offering  at  the  high  school  level. 

Mr.  Charles  J.  Brucato,  Director  of  Athletics,  favors  such  an 
expansion.  Because  of  the  money  involved  in  an  expanded  physical 
education  program  the  School  Committee  did  not  approve  this 
recommendation.  The  Program  of  Studies  Committee  is  deserving 
of  high  commendation  for  the  excellence  of  their  work  which  un¬ 
doubtedly  will  result  in  raising  the  standards  of  our  high  school 
offering. 

I  recommend  that  as  soon  as  funds  are  available  that  the 
physical  education  program  throughout  all  the  schools  in  town  be 
expanded  so  that  every  student  will  have  a  better  opportunity  to 
develop  physically  as  well  as  mentally. 

An  increasing  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  Guidance  in 
the  High  School,  with  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  Director. 
Considerable  educational  and  occupational  information  is  now 
being  offered  to  students  through  the  Guidance  Department.  Vet¬ 
erans  of  the  recent  war  have  also  been  the  recipients  of  assistance 
along  the  same  lines.  The  Guidance  Department  is  devoting  itself 
to  counselling  of  students  who  are  having  difficulty  with  subject 
matter  and  the  objective  is  to  minimize  and  eliminate  the  number 
of  failures  in  the  High  School.  A  considerable  amount  of  part 
time  and  full  time  placement  has  been  effected  through  the  Guid¬ 
ance  Department  during  the  past  year. 

A  Director  of  Audio-Visual  Education  has  been  appointed 
with  the  result  that  films,  slides  and  records  are  being  used  to 
a  much  greater  extent  in  supplementing  the  instruction  given 
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by  teachers  and  the  material  gleaned  from  textbooks.  The  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  service  has  reached  into  the  Junior  High  and  Ele¬ 
mentary  grades  as  well  as  the  Senior  High  School. 

MUSIC 

Classes  in  Theory  and  Harmony  are  at  present  distinct  and 
separate  classes,  each  carrying  academic  credits.  Choral  groups 
are  now  open  to  students  in  which  the  objectives  are  primarily 
recreational  .singing  and  acquaintance  with  good  choral  literature 
and  fine  quality  in  part  singing. 

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

This  year  the  activities  of  the  High  School  band  have  greatly 
increased.  The  organization  has  cooperated  continually  with 
agencies  of  the  community  by  participating  in  various  civic, 
patriotic  and  memorial  exercises. 

ART 

The  art  program  in  general  has  been  carried  on  as  in  previous 
years.  The  department  has  frequently  cooperated  with  other  de¬ 
partments  in  the  school  system  and  other  agencies  in  the  com¬ 
munity  in  helping  with  art  problems. 

STACY  SCHOOL 

No  major  changes  were  made  in  the  program  of  the  Stacy 
School,  although  studies  are  under  way  toward  better  provision 
for  the  student  who  is  now  mal-adjusted  or  retarded,  and  who 
will  terminate  school  life  soon.  Another  study  is  in  progress 
dealing  with  an  earlier  introduction  of  science  training.  As  for 
the  former  matter  there  are  many  pupils  whose  education  ter¬ 
minates  in  the  Stacy  School  or  shortly  after  leaving  the  Stacy 
School.  The  problem  of  offering  these  pupils  more  practical  train¬ 
ing  that  will  better  prepare  them  for  early  entrance  into  out  of 
school  life  is  an  acute  one,  and  I  trust  that  progress  will  be  made 
in  the  solution  of  this  problem.  In  consideration  of  this  matter, 
work  of  a  satisfactory  nature  is  being  done  with  the  girls  in  the 
Home  Economics  classes  and  Continuation  School  classes  for  girls. 
However,  the  problem  with  boys  presents  a  challenge  which  I 
trust  will  be  met  successfully  in  the  near  future. 

As  for  science  training,  this  matter  is  being  investigated  to 
determine  the  wisdom  and  practicality  of  opening  the  door  of 
science  training  at  an  earlier  age  than  heretofore.  I  am  confident 
that  this  problem  will  be  solved  satisfactorily  by  the  personnel 
of  the  Stacy  School  faculty. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

The  principal  change  in  program  in  the  elementary  classes 
has  been  the  adoption  of  a  functional  handwriting  program  known 
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as  the  “Rinehart  System/’  This  program,  adopted  in  grades  one 
through  six  early  in  1946,  has  proven  itself  highly  satisfactory 
and  I  strongly  recommend  the  continuance  of  this  program.  Another 
progressive  st^p  which  was  sponsored  and  approved  by  the  School 
Committee  during  the  past  year  was  the  introduction  of  a  Harvard- 
Boston  University  Extension  course  entitled  “Reading  and  Study 
in  the  Elementary  Scho'ol.”  I  am  happy  to  report  that  thirty- 
eight  Milford  teachers  enrolled  in  this  course  which  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  January,  1948.  These  teachers  who  spent  their  money, 
whe  devoted  their  time  to  attending  classes,  studying,  and  pre¬ 
paring  assignments  are  deserving  of  the  sincere  gratitude  of 
everyone  in  our  community  who  is  interested  in  the  improvement 
of  teaching  and  the  better  development  of  our  children.  I  trust 
that  such  courses  will  continue  to  be  held  in  the  future  and  that 
a  greater  number  of  our  teachers  will  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  improve  themselves  professionally. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  CLASSES 

The  School  Committee  approved  the  plan  whereby  pupils  are 
released  during  school  time  for  religious  instruction  not  only  at 
the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grade  levels  but  also  at  the  fifth 
grade  level.  For  the  first  time  children  of  the  Jewish  faith  are 
also  attending  such  classes.  I  believe  that  the  classes  are  well 
organized  and  that  they  are  functioning  smoothly  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  instructional  force  at  the  various  churches  and 
the  teachers  in  our  school  system.  I  heartily  recommend  the 
continuance  of  the  practice  under  existing  arrangements. 

SAFETY 

Additional  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  traffic  safety  in  all 
the  schools  in  the  community.  Safety  patrols  are  now  organized 
to  regulate  foot  traffic  to  and  from  every  school  in  our  town.  The 
patrol  members  are  equipped  with  raincoats,  rainhats  and  safety 
flags,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  additional  clothing 
will  be  provided.  With  the  exception  of  traffic  belts,  all  special 
clothing  and  equipment  used  by  the  patrols  have  been  purchased 
by  funds  raised  by  the  patrol  members  themselves.  Mr.  William 
W.  O’Brien,  Motor  Vehicle  Inspector,  has  been  greatly  responsible 
for  the  organization  and  training  of  safety  patrols  in  our  schools, 
and  he  is  especially  deserving  of  high  commendation  for  his  suc¬ 
cessful  efforts.

A  committee  of  teachers  representing  each  public  school  is 
presently  at  work  building  a  safety  instruction  program.  This 
program  will  cover  the  entire  scope  of  safety,  that  is,  traffic,  fire, 
home,  swimming,  skating,  coasting,  etc.  Upon  the  completion 
of  the  program,  it  is  expected  that  a  comprehensive  accident  pre¬ 
vention  program  will  be  in  effect  in  your  schools  throughout  the 
entire  school  year.

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 


RADIO  IN  EDUCATION 

Two  schools,  the  South  and  Purchase,  are  at  present  taking 
advantage  of  the  outstanding  educational  programs  that  are  pre¬ 
sented  over  the  air  each  day  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education  and  other  affiliated  agencies.  Education  through 
radio,  although  in  its  early  stages  locally,  shows  good  promise  of 
opening  up  new  and  rich  sources  of  training  and  information  for 
our  pupils.  I  trust  that  an  expansion  of  these  programs  will  result 
in  the  near  future  in  our  community. 

HEALTH 

Training  in  the  important  field  of  Health  Education  has 
progressed  satisfactorily  in  our  schools.  Examinations  are  made 
by  the  school  doctors  and  notification  of  results  are  submitted  to 
parents.  Under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Helen  Breault,  R.N., 
school  nurse,  various  clinics  have  been  held  successfully  through¬ 
out  the  school  year.  A  Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  class  is  being 
held  for  students  in  the  High  School.  The  dental  clinic  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Cleary  has  functioned  efficiently  while 
caring  for  the  dental  needs  of  school  children  in  the  lower  grades. 

PRE-PRIMARY 

Because  of  increased  enrollment  in  Pre-Primary  classes,  it 
was  necessary  to  create  a  new  class.  Consequently,  a  pre-primary 
class  in  the  South  School  was  opened  with  Miss  Dorcas  M.  Magurn 
as  the  teacher.  The  opening  of  this  class  brings  the  number  of 
pre-primary  classes  to  six. 

The  matter  of  program  for  our  students  is  one  which  should 
merit  constant  attention.  All  school  personnel  should  continually 
examine  their  offering  and  be  critical  of  it  with  the  thought  in 
mind  that  a  changing  society  may  require  revision  of  our  pro¬ 
gram.  I  am  certain  that  the  teachers  in  our  schools  are  aware 
of  their  responsibility  in  this  matter  and  will  continue  to  be 
critical  of  their  own  program. 


ADULT  CIVIC  EDUCATION 

In  our  community  there  exists  a  substantial  need  for  adult 
education.  Many  adults  in  Milford  need  training  to  become  citi¬ 
zens;  many  cannot  read  or  write,  thus  being  disqualified  as  appli¬ 
cants  for  motor  vehicle  driving  licenses. 

At  present  there  are  no  Adult  Education  classes  in  Milford. 

I  recommend  the  revival  of  adult  classes  for  people  of  our 
community  who  are  desirous  of  qualifying  for  citizenship  or  ivho 
are  interested  in  increasing  their  knoivledge  because  of  other  valid 
reasons.

Miss  Helena  F.  Swift,  Music  Supervisor  in  our  schools  for 
many  years,  retired  after  devoting  a  lifetime  of  service  to  the 
schools  of  our  community.  A  lady  of  generous  disposition  and 
kind  manner,  she  has  concluded  her  duties  with  tl^  reassuring 
knowledge  that  she  had  earned  retirement  after  an  outstanding- 
career.  Countless  friends  among  pupils  and  teachers  wish  Miss 
Swift  many  years  of  happiness  and  good  health.

Davoren  to  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools.

Interesting  Facts  and  Figures 


“The  depreciation  of  paper  money  was  frightful  to  contem¬ 
plate.  In  1781  Continental  bills  of  the  old  tenor  passed  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  for  one  dollar  of  hard  money.  .  .  .  Thus  we  find  that 
on  Sept.  4,  1780,  one  thousand  pounds  were  raised  for  Schooling 
Children;  but  in  1782  only  twenty  pounds  in  silver.  Probably 
the  current  value  of  the  latter  was  equal,  at  least  to  the  former.” 

“June  24,  1880 — High  school  graduating  class  held  its  exercises. 
There  were  eight  graduates.” 

“Sept.  10,  1894 — High  School  has  151  pupils.” 

“November  6,  1894 — At  a  special  town  meeting  it  was  voted

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1947. 

CIRCULATION 

The  Library  was  open  302  days  during  which  time  41,059 
books  were  circulated.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of  2829  books 
to  borrowers.  The  highest  daily  circulation  was  255  and  the  low¬ 
est  was  20.  The  average  daily  circulation  was  136. 

There  were  774  notices  sent  to  delinquents.  This  applies  to 
first  notices. 

Total  registration  as  of  December  31,  1947  was  5918.  The 
number  of  new  readers  for  1947  was  679. 

BOOKS 

The  Library  contains,  per  catalogue,  22,853  volumes.  There 
w^re  379  books  added  this  year  to  our  Library.  There  were  18 
books  rebound.  The  personnel  of  the  State  Division  of  Libraries, 
Miss  Yerxa,  Miss  Boisclair  and  Miss  Beard,  weeded  the  collec¬ 
tion  in  July,  which  accounts  for  the  number  of  discarded  volumes. 
These  volumes  were  discarded  because  they  were  of  no  literary 
value,  were  obsolete,  inaccurate,  or  in  poor  physical  condition. 

The  Milford  Daily  News,  Worcester  Telegram  and  W orcester 
Gazette  have  been  very  kind  in  giving  the  Library  all  publicity 
desired.  The  Trustees  and  Staff  at  this  time  express  their  ap¬ 
preciation. 


NOTES 

The  Librarian  desires  to  thank  her  assistants  for  the  co¬ 
operation,  efficiency  and  assistance  they  have  given  her  and  the 
interest  they  have  shown  in  the  extra  activity  of  classifying. 

A  Children’s  Story  Hour  has  been  started.  Attendance  at  this 
Saturday  Morning  Hour  has  been  as  high  as  sixty-five  (65)  chil¬ 
dren.  Since  this  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  child,  and  is  a 
new  project  for  the  Library,  we  of  the  Staff,  feel  very  happy 
to  see  so  much  interest  shown. 

The  Trustees  purchased  for  the  Library  a  radio-Victrola  com¬ 
bination  which  has  been  very  beneficial  and  enjoyable.  It  is  hoped 
a  permanent  record  library  may  be  established  and  it  is  to  this 
end  that  we  are  now  working. 
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Miss  Comba  and  Miss  Wallace  attended  the  Summer  Insti¬ 
tute  at  Simmons  College,  conducted  by  the  Division  of  Public 
Libraries  and  found  it  enjoyable  and  very  beneficial.  The  Librarian 
has  written  a  resume  of  this  Institute  and  this  is  filed  at  the 
Library.

This  committee  was  established  by  the  Town  Meeting  of  March, 
I9J4.7,  to  take  over  from  the  original  temporary  committee  set  up 
hi  19Jf.O  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  athletic  field. 

We  have  finished  one  complete  season  of  baseball  and  football 
and  have  been  able  to  improve  the  facilities  and  the  service  both 
to  contestants  and  spectators  by  reason  of  added  committee  mem¬ 
bership  and  careful  use  of  the  appropriations  provided. 

In  addition  to  the  area  of  Pino  Field  we  were  given  that  amount 
of  Town-owned  property,  previously  controlled  by  another  com¬ 
mittee,  which  lies  west  of  the  Charles  River  and  east  of  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  tracks.  With  the  gracious  assistance  of  other 
town  department  employees  we  have  been  able  to  develop  a  free 
public  athletic  field  consisting  of  one  soft-ball  field,  a  combination 
baseball  and  soft-ball  field,  and  a  full-size  football  field. 

During  the  summer  months  much  athletic  entertainment  was 
afforded  to  from  50  to  350  persons  each  evening;  normal  sand-lot 
games  were  in  action  most  of  the  day,  and  in  the  fall  the  football 
field  and  football  training  area  were  much  used. 

During  1947  Pino  Field  received  about  1000  more  bleacher 
seats,  making  nearly  2000  available  seating  capacity  now,  improved 
drinking  and  sprinkling  water  facilities,  a  tool  house  and  modern 
toilets,  improved  grass  and  sod  conditions  and  care,  up-to-date 
baseball  and  football  field  equipment,  a  large  baseball  scoreboard, 
a  paved  parking  area,  a  power  mower,  modem  football  line 
markers,  and  many  other  items  which  added  enjoyment  to  both 
spectators  and  players. 

A  total  of  15,164  persons  attended  the  39  baseball  games 
(average  389  persons  per  game),  and  a  total  of  16,243  persons 
attended  the  19  football  games  (average  855  persons  per  game). 
Total  paid  admissions  to  all  games  were  31,407  to  58  games,  an 
average  of  541  per  game. 

The  committee  desires  to  publicly  thank  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Dept,  and  the  Highway  Dept,  for  their  generous  assistance, 
Hudson  Motor  Sales  Co.  for  the  new  baseball  scoreboard,  and  all 
other  persons  who  gave  advice  and  assistance  in  the  development 
and  operation  of  these  fields. 

Need  exists  for  a  greater  enclosed  area  in  Fino  Field  so  that 
baseball  and  football  playing  fields  may  be  separated  enough  to 
allow  infield  sod  development  during  football  use  of  that  part  of 
the  field,  also  for  a  more  adequate  water  system  to  allow  sufficient 
maintenance  of  the  grass  and  sod  growth. 


ATHLETIC  FIELD 
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The  Annex  needs  more  learning  and  grading  so  that  a  more 
nearly  level  area  may  be  established. 

The  Upper  Field  needs  plowing,  cultivating  and  seeding  so 
that  a  softball  or  a  junior  field  may  be  established  and  maintained. 

We  need  your  help  to  further  improve  and  maintain  these  16 
acres  which  are  ideal  for  outdoor  recreation.  Traffic  danger  is 
practically  absent,  and  playing  fields  are  grass  and  of  proper  size. 
All  fields  are  properly  mowed,  lined,  and  equipped  with  proper 
facilities. 

No  attempt  is  being  made  to  rush  the  entire  area  to  quick 
completion  regardless  of  cost,  but  we  do  desire  to  complete  each 
year  some  reasonable  portion  of  a  final  plan  which  will  be  a  credit 
to  Milford  and  a  blessing  to  Milford  youth.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford: 

The  Planning  Board  this  year  reports  one  of  much  activity  on 
its  part.  Many  of  the  activities  as  recommended  by  the  Board 
have  been  carried  out  by  the  various  Town  departments. 

Last  year  the  Board  recommended  monthly  Trash  and  Rub¬ 
bish  Collections.  This  year  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Select¬ 
men  and  Highway  Department  the  Town  had  two  “Clean  Up  Weeks”, 
one  in  the  spring  and  another  in  the  fall.  The  Board  still  feels 
that  monthly  service  can  be  rendered. 

The  use  of  Automatic  Voting  Machines  was  recommended  last 
year,  and  Town  Meeting  Members  voted  to  try  4  Voting  Machines 
in  Precinct  1. 

Smoke  control  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  and  large 
fuel  users  were  given  advice  from  the  State  Smoke  Control  Office 
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PLANNING  BOARD 


on  how  to  alleviate  the  nuisance.  Again  the  Planning  Board 
recommends  the  adoption  of  a  Town  By-Law  for  smoke  control. 

Concerning  garbage  collection  the  Board  recommends  that  the 
Town  purchase  two  automatic  loading  all-enclosed  garbage  col¬ 
lection  trucks.  These  trucks  would  be  rented  to  the  successful 
bidders,  and  they  would  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  maintenance 
and  repairs. 

The  use  of  a  Bus  Terminal  was  considered  during  the  year  and 
has  been  successfully  obtained.  This  Bus  Terminal  will  also  solve 
the  comfort  station  problem  that  was  considered  last  year. 

Modernizing  the  Town  Report  has  also  been  carried  to  com¬ 
pletion  as  you  may  see  from  reading  this  report.  A  start  has  been 
made  in  the  right  direction,  we  believe.  We  hope  that  there  will 
be  greater  improvement  made  each  year. 

The  Board  recommends  the  purchase  of  Adequate  radio  equip¬ 
ment  for  use  in  police,  fire  and  highway  department  vehicles. 

The  Planning  Board  for  1947  consisted  of  Robert  A.  Grille, 
Robert  W.  Holbrook,  Michael  D.  lanzito,  Robert  V.  Shea  and  Sidney 
Solomon;  Katherine  E.  Cullinan  served  as  Secretary.

VOTED:  That  the  town  authorize  the 'Selectmen  to 
sell  any  or  all  real  estate  owned  by  the  Town  by  reason  of  the 
foreclosure  of  tax  titles  thereon,  and  to  execute,  acknowledge  and 
deliver  a  proper  deed  or  deeds  therefor,  authority  therefor  to 
terminate  March  1,  1948.

47.  An  amendment  was  made  to  the  motion  that  Article  20  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  motion.

Article  9.  VOTED:  To  pass  over  the  article. 
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Article  10.  VOTED:  That  the  salary  of  the  Tax  Collector  be 
established  at  Four  thousand  and  fifty  dollars  ($4,050.00)  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Article  11.  VOTED:  That  the  salary  of  the  Board  of  Asses¬ 
sors  be  set  as  follows:  Chairman,  $2,250.00;  Clerk,  $2,250.00;  third 
member,  $1,440.00. 

It  was  voted  to  reconsider  Article  2 — item  of  Assessors — 
Salaries.  Standing  vote  was  unanimous. 

VOTED:  That  the  sum  of  $1,640.00  be  added  to  the  salary  and 
wages  account  of  the  Assessors. 

Article  12.  VOTED:  That  the  Town  vote  to  establish  the 
Salary  of  the  Highway  surveyor  at  Thirty-three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  ($3,350.00)  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  13.  A  motion  was  made  that  the  Town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for 
the  completion  of  a  sidewalk  on  Hayward  Street  from  a  point  where 
present  sidewalk  ends  to  the  railroad  crossing,  and  to  install  a 
drain  from  the  corner  of  Carroll  and  Hayward  Streets  to  the  brook 
at  the  railroad  crossing.  The  motion  was  lost. 

Article  14.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  sum  of 
Ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  repairing  of  Central  Street  from  the  macadam  line  to  Beaver 
Street.  The  motion  was  lost. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  consider  Article  39. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  committee  established  under 
Article  22  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  1940  and  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  Municipal  Field  Committee  be  discharged  and  a  new 
committee  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  This  new  committee 
to  be  known  as  the  Milford  Athletic  Field  Committee  and  to  con¬ 
sist  of  fifteen  (15)  votes,  five  (5)  to  be  appointed  for  three  years 
(3)  years,  five  (5)  for  two  (2)  years  and  five  (5)  for  one  (1)  year. 
Future  appointments  to  be  made  by  the  Town  Moderator  or  his 
successors,  annually  as  terms  expire  or  as  necessary  to  fill  vacan¬ 
cies  from  any  cause. 

This  committee  to  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  handle  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  town  owned  athletic 
fields  except  those  located  in  Town  Park. 

They  are  to  make  rules  for  the  use  of  these  fields,  fix  rental 
and  concession  fees,  accept  gifts  to  the  town  for  athletic  field  pur¬ 
poses  and  so  operate  the  field  that  the  money  received  by  the  Town 
will  eventually  equal  the  money  advanced  for  the  use  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  this  or  future  Town  Meeting  appropriations. 

They  are  to  elect  from  their  own  membership  an  operating 
sub-committee  of  three  (3)  members,  who  are  to  directly  handle 
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the  details  of  the  fields  and  who  are  to  report  to  the  general  com¬ 
mittee  at  least  once  each  month.  This  sub-committee  to  carry  out 
the  policies  laid  down  by  the  general  committee. 

The  general  committee  may  also  elect  other  sub-committees 
to  carry  out  any  other  details  as  seem  advisable. 

The  administration  is  to  conform  to  Federal,  State,  and  Town 
laws,  and  regulations  as  to  admissions,  tickets  and  public  safety. 

Accurate  records  of  attendance  and  gate  receipts  shall  be  kept 
of  each  time  the  fields  are  rented  and  copies  of  each  event  record 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  sponsoring  organization  and  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

No  member  of  this  committee  may  be  paid  any  money  for 
services  or  materials  pertaining  to  the  athletic  fields  unless  a  copy 
of  vote  of  the  general  committee  authorizing  each  payment  is  filed 
with  the  Town  Accountant. 

Rental  or  other  income  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  all  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Town  Treasurer 
on  properly  approved  warrants. 

The  general  committee  may  make  such  rules  for  their  own 
guidance,  attendance  and  publicity  as  may  be  voted  in  any  meeting 
of  that  committee. 

An  amendment  was  made  to  the  motion  that  the  Park  Com¬ 
missioners  be  given  complete  authority  of  Fino  Athletic  Field. 

An  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  made  that  the  Town 
vote  to  discharge  with  thanks  the  Municipal  Field  Committee  es¬ 
tablished  by  Article  2'2  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1940. 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  lost.  The  amendment 
was  lost.  The  motion  was  carried.  Seven  persons  doubted  the 
vote  so  a  standing  vote  was  taken  and  79  persons  having  voted 
in  favor  of  the  motion  and  54  opposed  it  was 

VOTED:  That  the  committee  established  under  Article  22  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  1940  and  designated  as  the 
Municipal  Field  Committee  be  discharged  and  a  new  committee 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  This  new  committee  to  be  known 
as  the  Milford  Athletic  Field  Committee  and  to  consist  of  fifteen 
(15)  voters,  five  (5)  to  be  appointed  for  three  (3)  years,  five  (5) 
for  two  (2)  years  and  five  (5)  for  one  (1)  year.  Future  appoint¬ 
ments  to  be  made  by  the  Town  Moderator  or  his  successors,  an¬ 
nually  as  terms  expire  or  as  necessary  to  fill  vacancies  from  any 
cause. 

This  committee  to  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  handle  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  town  owned  athletic 
fields  except  those  located  in  Town  Park.

P.  Visconti,  P.  Eugene  Casey,  and  Robert  W.  Holbrook,  Oliver 
Frieswick  is  designated  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Chapter  372 
of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended  by  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1947.

At  this  time  a  demonstration  of  the  Automatic  Voting  Machine 
was  given.  This  machine  runs  manually. 

On  September  6th,  1947,  the  Committee  with  the  exception  of 
the  Selectmen  witnessed  a  demonstration  of  the  Shoup  Electric 
Voting  Machine. 

The  machines  run  between  |1,300.0Q  and  $1,400.00  a  piece  and 
four  are  required  for  each  precinct. 

The  committee  is  in  favor  of  putting  machines  on  trial  with 
an  option  of  purchasing  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Eliminates  expense  of  recounts.  2.  Cuts  down  overhead. 

3.  Eliminates  necessity  of  lunches.  4.  If  polls  close  at  8  P.M. 
you  have  full  report  within  an  hour  after  the  last  vote  is  cast. 

The  committee  believes  that  a  trial  in  one  precinct  of  some  form 
of  voting  machine  is  necessary  to  secure  full  information  in  regard 
to  the  advisability  of  purchase  of  voting  machines  by  the  town, 
and  to  secure  that  information  without  undue  delay  they  recommend 
that  the  town  finance  the  hiring  of  voting  machines  for  trial  in 
Precinct  1  during  1948.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Milford  for  the  period  from  May  22,  1946 
to  April  29,  1947,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
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Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made 
to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

■Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  hooks  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Milford  for  the  period  from  May  22,  19^6, 
the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  April  29,  19 ^7,  and  report  thereon 
as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or  committing 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  com¬ 
parison  with  the  reports  and  the  records  in  the  town  accountant’s 
office. 

The  accountant’s  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropriation  ac¬ 
counts  being  checked  to  the  town  meeting  records  of  appropriations 
voted,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  on  April  29,  1947,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  recorded  receipts 
were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  depart¬ 
ments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  author¬ 
izing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  on  hand  on  April  29,  1947  was  verified  by  recom- 
ciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  debt  and  interest  payments  were  checked  with  the  amounts 
falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest¬ 
ment  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved 
and  the  withdrawals  verified. 

The  tax  title  deed's  on  hand  were  exaniined  and  listed,  the' 
amounts  transferred  from  the  several  levies  to  the  tax  title  ac¬ 
count  being  verified.  The  tax  titles  as  listed  were  compared  with 
the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the 
previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  tax  commitment 
lists,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  warrants  of  the  assessors 
committing  the  taxes  for  collection.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books,  the 
abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  assessors’  records 
of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  outstanding  taxes  were  verified  by  sending  notices  to 
a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  records  of  licenses  granted  were  compared 
with  the  records  of  licenses  issued,  and  the  receipts  on  account  of 
licenses  were  checked  and  proved.  The  recorded  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  receipts. 
The  collections  on  account  of  sporting  licenses  issued  were  verified 
and  compared  with  the  amounts  paid  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
and  Game. 

The  charges  for  the  rental  of  municipal  buildings  were 
checked  and  verified,  and  the  recorded  receipts  were  proved  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and  of  the  select¬ 
men,  as  well  as  of  the  police,  health,  highway,  public  welfare, 
school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  were  examined  and 
checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  and  the  col¬ 
lector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax  title,  and  departmental 
accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions 
of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

Co-operation  was  received  from  all  town  officials  during  the 
progress  of  the  audit,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.
